The Chrysler shutdown comes as 
another blow to the big state of 
Michigan, where auto production 
has been cut 70 per cent. An esti-j 
m ated 100,000 workers in Michigan 
have been affected by the steel;

Issue Of The G m venlion 


Never before have so many Americans been 
privileged to follow the events of a national po­ 
litical convention so closely. 
Never before have so many Americans had 
the opportunity to draw their own conclusions 
on the basis of direct evidence. 
The opinion expressed here a few days ago 
that it would be improper to take television 
cam eras into the hearings of the credentials 
com m ittee was wrong. It did not have the effect 
which was feared. Instead, it revealed to every­ 
body who wanted to follow the proceedings that 
the disputed delegations represented groups in 
real conflict; that the disputes w ere being fairly 
handled; that earnest men and women were 
doing their level best to settle them equitably; 
that here was a tense struggle to control the 
Republican party. 
The televised hearings made it plain that 
the prim e issue of the convention is whether 
the adherents of Thom as E. Dewey are to be 
the party's policy-m akers in 1952. 
The D ewey faction has absolute control over 
the m am moth New- York delegation. That is the 
hard core of the “ steam roller'' which it is 
counting on to flatten opposition in the show­ 
down. 
This ii not a contest between politicans—not 
unless you let politicians do all your thinking 
for you. This is a showdown between points of 
view held by millions of Americans. 
Someone had to speak up in behalf of every­ 
body lacking confidence in another me-too pres­ 
idential cam paign. The logical choice was Sen. 
Taft. It was inevitable that the adherents of 
Dewey would assert themselves again. They 
persuaded Gen. Eisenhower to lend his illus­ 
trious name to their purposes. 
Whether or not he realized what they were 
getting him into is a moot question. He is learn­ 
ing about the issue, ton — the prim e issue. 


Disappearing Uake 
E very worker furloughed because the steel 
strike has destroyed his job tem porarily knows 
the answ er to this question: Can the United 
States have a production tie-up in its basic in­ 
dustry without serious damage'* 
The answ er is no. That myth has been explod­ 
ed. 
This closely-integrated economy cannot throw­ 
aw ay its cake and have it too. Effects of the 
steel strike w ere cushioned at the outset by 
strong supplies of steel. But statistics on the 
supply of steel m ust be read in conjunction 
with statistics on what happens w hee ordinary 
routines of m anufacturing and distribution in 
steel are disunited. 
T rains, trucks and ore boats are idle. Hun­ 
dreds of users of steel are m ade to pay the 
penalty of an unnatural supply situation. 
The Associated P re ss estim ates that m ore 
than 400.000 w orkers besides the 600.000 steel­ 
w orkers on strike are idle. 
This is the m ain strategy of the steel strike 
—to m ake things so tough for so m any people 
that there wall develop an insatiable pressure 
for settlem ent on any term s. The assumption 
is that the steel w orkers somehow will take care 
of them selves, with the help of retroactive pay 
increases. But there will be no retroactive in­ 
creases for anyone else, no w a y to ratch up to 
production schedules, no way to move enough 
ore down the G reat Lakes to see the steel in­ 
dustry through the winter.

The quarrel was not as bitter 
on Monday as it had appeared on , 
Saturday and Sunday. The Eisen­ 
hower forces wanted the strategic 
advantage of a victory, a’s they 
have not heretofore had a victory’. 
The Taft forces wanted to keep 
the full roster of their delegates. 
so that Taft can be nominated 
on the first or second ballot. 
None of this is as important to 
the majority of the delegates as 
it is to the managers of these can­ 
didates. 
It is generally believed ' 
that if Dewey and Lodge had not 
insisted upon using the resolution 
on the rules, the central point of 
their strategy, the ordinary com ­ 
promises u s u a l to conventions 1 
would have been achieved at this j 
convention, 
so that this

It will take an extraordinary ef­ 
fort to rebuild a sense of party 
unity after this convention is over.

J of authentic greatness. 
It will not be surprising if m any 
a delegate, weary of the infinitely 
troublesome problems, of the rules, 
regulations and laws by which men 
I seek to govern themselves, is long­ 
ing to resolve it all by choosing a 
m an worthy of hero worship and 
to let him care for this tortured 
I political party. 
The m an most in their minds is 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. Human 
beings, frustrated by the difficul­ 
ties of self-government, have done 
that sort of thing since the begin­ 
ning of time. 
A m an is so simple. Men seeking 
a way to live together are so com ­ 
plicated. 


ONE OF THE most complicated 
problems in all the range of self­ 
government is the one with which 
the harassed delegates are strug­ 
gling today—the nature of a politi­ 
cal party. Felix Morley, writing in 
Barron's, puts the problem before 
this convention in these very pro­ 
vocative term s: 
“ The root issue is simply the ill­ 
defined character of a political p ar­ 
ty. Is it to be regarded as essen­ 
tially a private organization, like 
a club. controlled by a few profes­ 
sional politicians, whose efforts are 
generally com pensated by the per­ 
quisites of politics'* Or is a politi­ 
cal party essentially a public or­ 
ganization. com parable to a com ­ 
mon carrier, which should serve 
all who wish to use its facilities, 
regardless of their personal contri­ 
bution to the long-range success of 
the organization'’'’ 
Morley 
has 
somewhat 
loosely 
stated his point, but he has caught 
hold of a very im portant truth, i 
The real line of distinction between 
the so-called private ch aracter of 
a political party and its public re­ 
sponsibility never has been drawn. 
After all this shooting is over, 
it still will be a blurred distinc­ 
tion. Thus, the apparently simple 
question of how the national con­ 
vention shall be m ade up has been I 
debated ever since the first one 
nearly a century and a quarter i 
ago. But on this occasion the is­ 
sues are as indefinite as ever. 
It is out of the perplexities, of 
which this is a sample, that the 
im m ense im p o r t a n t of M acA rthur I 
has risen. In fact, it was the yearn­ 
ing for a heroic savior that origi­ 
nally gave rise to the whole Eisen­ 
hower movement. 


HE W AS regarded as something 
solitary, austere and m ajestic with. 
of course, a bit of homely charm ’ 
attached 
With such a candidate. 
Republicans might forget that they 
lived in the East, or the Midwest. 
or the Northwest and join in happy 
m inion, but in the month during 
which Ike has become flesh and 
blood, and has lived am ongst us. 
he has been disappointing 
He has done his best, but his best 
is that of a norm al harried m an. 
trying to play a role for which he 
has no training and. I suspect, for

the disillusionment over Eisenhow­ 
er,

em erged with greeter luster and 
greater potentiality. 
For M acArthur has m anaged his 
case far. far better than has Ei­ 
senhower. He still has an aura of 
the mysterious and lordly. His ut­ 
terances have been able to m eet 
the yearning of the people for ideal­ 
ism in the great tradition. 
His m anagem ent of his appear­ 
ance in Chicago at this convention 
was superb. He cam e only a short 
hour or two before his speech and 
left shortly after.

Maybe the American people, be­ 
cause of television, will see m ore 
of the national party conventions 
this y ea r than ever before—but, 
when all is said and done, very 
little of the real struggle will be 
televised. 
F or nominations at these conven­ 
tions are the result of invisible— 
and not necessarily illicit—forces 
at work in countless ways operat­ 
ing with a sort of simultaneous 
confusion that at some given mo­ 
m ent suddenly produces unanimity. 
Having 
witnessed

national 
conventions 
and 
observed 
how 
much alike in strategy they all 
are. It is possible to say of the 
current Republican convention that 
it is following a pattern. 
Before I convention begins, the 
w eaker 
side 
joins 
with

candidate. 
Sometimes this succeeds. T h e n 
there s a movem ent to head off 
the coalition that wrecked the lead­ 
er. 
Today it can be said that Taft's 
strength has diminished. He has 
been “ shopped’’ for the time be­ 
ing Whether by combination with 
other elements in the party that 
strength can be restored and en­ 
larged seems today doubtful. 
The Eisenhower tally of dele­ 
gates is not sufficiently large to 
win the nomination at this time. 
Hence, a few delegations, some of 
them friendly to the Eisenhower 
side, 
are looking aronnd for

t hance to press a com prom ise can­ 
didate of their own. 
If it were assured that Eisen­ 
hower could win the nomination,

But he really 
elim inated himself by his “ k e y- 
note” speech, which failed to rec­ 
oncile the Taft and 
Eisenhower 
factionalism 
and 
indeed 
took 
a 
positive stand firmly behind the 
Ohio senator's views. 
But the im portant and signifi­ 
cant fact is that the first test vote 
on Monday showed the progressive 
and international - minded faction 
of the party as having a m ajority, 
even though it isn't very substan­ 
tial. On any platform vote involv­ 
ing these fundam ental issues, the 
forces of Eisenhower - W arren- 
Stassen will stand together. The 
speeches backing up the Taft view 
delivered bv H erbert Hoover and 
M acArthur have not changed this 
alliance. 
Logically, this should m ean the 
naming of Eisenhower. 
He 
has 
strong support, too. on domestic 
issues, and there is little heard 
now of the charge that he would 


be an exponent of T rum an poli­ 
cies. The main criticism of him 
used by opponent* relates to his 
inexperience or unfamiliarity with 
I national legislative problems. 


All the bickering inside the dele­ 
gations, the arguing and persuad­ 
ing that goes on here from m orn­ 
ing to night, the conversations that 
keep the hotel telephone lines *o 
busy It takes IO minutes som e­ 
times to get a call through—all 
this, plus the effective “ in-fighting” 
of experienced politicians, m akes 
it difficult for the outsider to “ see” 
a convention. 
There m ay be “ deals” here and 
there, but they are not likely to 
be effective in a convention as 
open as this one is proving to be. 
R ather it m ust be said that the 
differences of opinions about ca n ­ 
didates are honest differences and 
represent cleavages of a deep-seat- 
I ed nature. Bitterness to some ex­ 
tent ’is revealed and some em o­ 
tionalism. but. as in most Repub­ 
lican conventions, this is subordin­ 
ated to hard-headed thinking about 
the necessity of picking a winner 
for the November election 
T hat's the basic and im m utable 
factor which is influencing the del­ 
egates m ore than anything else. 
They are still thinking of either 1 
Taft or Eisenhower. The prospect 
of going to someone relatively un­ 
advertised or unknown as a na­ 
tional political figure still seems 
remote.

That would leave it up to th* 
education department to initiate 
prosecution of the exhibitors. The 
resulting court action would bring 
a ruling on whether it is legal to 
censor newsreels.

Powdered Snow Used 
In Culture Of Radish 
BERKELEY, Calif. (U P)—Snow 
is being used in soil science re­ 
search at the University of Cali­ 
fornia College of Agriculture. 
In telling whether a soil is too 
alkaline for radishes, a problem is 
to moisten the soil just enough 
for seedlings to sprout. Powdered 
snow provides the needed moisture 
The snow, "saw dust from ice fac­ 
tories,” 
is 
kept in 
refrigerated 
rooms and mixed with the soil ac­ 
cording to weight proportion. As 
the snow melts, it moistens the 
soil. 
The moistened soils ar* planted 
with 36-hour-old radish seedlings 
In 24 hours, the growth of the 
radish determ ines the presence of 
alkali, or solium salts, which hin­ 
ders plant growth.

Title Of Champion Collector 
^ Claimed By Busy Ohio Man

CHICAGO up—The deadly bitter­ 
ness between the rival factions in 
j the Republican Convention explod­ 
ed all over the place Wednesday 
; night. And when the debris stop­ 
ped falling Sen. Taft had lost an­ 
other. perhaps the vital, battle to 
Gen. Eisenhower. 
The blast was set off by Sen. 
Dirksen of Illinois with a per­ 
sonal attack on the convention floor 
Against Gov. Dewey, one of the 
most efficient backers of Eisen­ 
hower. Dirksen is such an ardent 
j Taft supporter that he has been 
chosen to put the senator s name 
in nomination late today or pos­ 
sibly Friday. 
During his campaign to win the 
Republican nomination Taft has re­ 
peatedly spoken s c o r n f u l l y of 
Dewey who twice himself had won 
the nomination—once beating Taft 
out of it—but had lost both times 
to the Democrats in the elections. 
Taft derided what he called the 
Dewey “me. too,” campaigns. 
Dewey's 96 New York delegates 
have been one of the main con­ 
vention prizes. They seem lined up 
almost solidly with Dewey for Eis­ 
enhower. 
More than that. Dewey and Her­ 
bert Brownell, twice the main­ 
spring in getting Dewey his nom­ 
inations, have worked behind the 
scenes for the general. Dewrey and 
Brownell are credited with being 


minds—to vote pro-Taft He spoke 
soothing] v—about principle, party 
loyalty, the need for party unity, 
respect for tradition. Suddenly he 
abandoned this sweet approach, 
turned toward Dewey who was with 
his other 95 New York delegates, 
and heaped scorn on him * We fol­ 
lowed you before and you took us 
down the road to defeat." 
If the suddenness and nature of 
this attack shocked or revolted 
some of the delegates, for others 
it unleashed either personal dislike 
for Dewey, anger at him for help­ 
ing 
Eisenhower, 
or 
their 
own 
frustration built up over years of 
successive defeats. 
They booed Dewey, who twice 
led them to defeat. 
As the booing grew it was not 
clear whether the boos were all 
against Dewey or partly against 
Dewey and partly against Dirk­ 
sen. That may have been the end 
of his speech anyway. Whether it 
was or not, Dirksen ended it fast 
after that. 
The voting began Taft last. Now

—Pencil-pushing 
drudgery — the making and keep­ 
ing of business records and re­ 
ports—may yield soon to smaller 
and cheaper mechanical brains. 
Electronic computers can figure 
in a few hours what a battery of 
clerks takes months to compute 
But engineers say these machines 
soon may come into more gen­ 
eral use in business due to new 
developments: Electronic tubes on­ 
ly one-third the size of those now 
used; and a new substitute, the 
transitor — little larger than your 
finger nail—which can do many of 
the tasks the tube now performs, 
without overheating as the tube 
often does. 
The developments could bring the 
mechanical brain down to a size 
and cost practical for businesses 
staggering under a moulting load 
of clerical work. The number of 
pencil pushers and typists has in­ 
creased in the past 25 years out 
of proportion to the increase in 
factory workers. The expense is 
terrific. 
Some companies see the mechan­ 
ical brain as the answer. Already 
some IOO companies, large and 
small, are developing electronic 
computers. 
Walter Mitchell Jr., 
managing director of the Control­ 
lers Institute, says the machines 
m ay bring about “ a major revo­ 
lution” in office work. 
Controllers are the men who do 
the m aster - mind figuring and 
keep the

business.
